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THE LORD BISHOP'S VISIT. 


Proceedirgs of the General Conference of 
the Episcopal Church. 


New York, October 23.—When the Episco- 
pal convention opened today, the president of the 
house of deputies, Dr. Dix, presented Right Rev, Dr. 
Churton, lord-bishop of Nassau, to the convention, 
and the members atose in respect to the® dis- 
tinguished guest. The first business at the morning 
session was the report of the commiitee on canons 
in relation to the organization of a missiouary dio- 
cese, deciding that consideration of the subject was 
impracticable at this late stage of the proceedings. 

The colored qnestion was reported by the com- 
mittee on conference appointed by the house of 
bishops, who recommended that the deputies ac- 
cede to the decrees of the upper house, and pass a 
resolution defining the attitude of the Episcopals 
toward the negro race. 

The deputies declined to reconsider their action. 
The subject of increasing the membership of the 
committee on the state of the church by providing 
for two Celegates from each missionary jurisdiction, 
— one from the church in foreign lands, fol- 

owed, 

Dr. Nevin's motion was to amend by electing two 
delegates from all missionary jurisditions, and ous 
from abroad. After some debate the resolution and 
amendment were adopted. 

At this point the secretary notified tbe bouse that 
the bishops had again failed to concur in the adop- 
tion of Dr. Huntington’s short office of prayer, as 
recommended by the conference committee. 

Another burning question was disposed of by the 
bouse, to-wit: The resolution of S. Corning Judd, 
of Chicazo, to substitute forthe words ‘Protestant 
Episcopal” the words “American Church,’’ amouut- 
ing toachangein the -title of the church. Mr. 
Judd exp/ained that the measure merely looked to 
the elimination of the present title page of the 
prayer book, and did not require a constitutional! 
amendment. He had no doubt that a majority of 
the members desired a change. | Laughter. | “The 
geiitiemen,”’ said he “laugh, no doubt, from joy. 

The judge then stated that friends of the measure 
were In no haste and moved that the adverse 
report of the committee together with the original 
re.olution be referred to the next gencral couven- 
tion and it was so ordered, Two resolutions reported 
back by the joint liturgical committee, were next 
inorder. ‘The most important was that the rubric 
following the prayer for the president of the United 
Siates be transposed so as to follow the collect for 
grace inthe morning prayer. This implies the 
“omission of the prayer, and excited a number of 
speeches protesting against such omission. 

Dr. Newton, of Virginia, called attention to the 
fact that there was no man in the land who was so 

burdened with responsibility or neededthe prayers 
of the people moie, 

Dr. Gibson moved that the motion go over until 
the next triennial convention, but was voted down. 

Mr. Siark, of Connecticut, moved that the vote be 
taken by dioceses and orders and the roll of each di- 
ovese ae The motion was lost by a vote of ayes 
7, nays 78. 

When the afternoon session had begun, Dr. Good- 
win, of Pennsylvania, presented a report from the 
commiftee on canons, regulating the election of 
bishops, which was adopted. A debafe om mar- 
riage aud divoree wasthen commenced. The first 
section of the eanon read: “If any persons be 
joined together otherwise than as God's word doth 
allow, their marriage is not lawful.’’ 

Dr. Benjamin Franklin, member of the commit- 
tee, addressed the house on the question and moved 
the passace of the first section. 

Dr, Burgwin proposed an amendment of the sec- 
ond section by omitting it and adding to the first, 
“and such marriage is hereby prohibited.”’ 

This brought the house into a long debate on con- 
sanguinity, and tbe propriety of a man marrying 
his deceased wite’s sisters. 

Dr. Burgwin'’s amendment was carried by a vote 
of 134 to 90. 


DEMANDING THEIR ARREST. 


Governvur Fowle Issues Orders in Regard to 
Berrier’s Lynchers. 

RaAterian, N. C., October 23.—[Special.]— 
Governor Fowle is making earnest efforts to secure 
the trial of the men who were engaged in the 
lynching of Robert Berrier, at Lexington, onthe 
14th instant. -The governor when informed on the 
afternoon of that day that Berrier was in danger, 
telegraphed to parties at Lexington as follows: 

“Let protection be made to all good people in 
Davidson county to prevent violence, Let the law 
take its course and the legal authorities will see that 
justice is done.”’ 

This telegram owas delayed and did 
not reach Lexington until after the mob had 
lynched Berriler. The governor today made public 
the following letter, which he wrote on the i8th 
inst., to Solicitor B, F. Long, of te eighth @istrict : 

“T enclose you a copy of a letter received from W. 
B. Gienn in regard to the Lexington lynching case. 
After consuliation with the oe ree, I re- 
spectiully suggest that you have affidavit prepared 
at once and submitted to the judge of the district as 
a basis for bench warrants to be returned before the 
judge. Can you not get the judgeto have them re- 
turved before himseifat Lexington? The law must 
be maintained at ali hazards and the criminals ar- 
rested. Ailthe power of the executive will be 
exerted, ifnecessary,to aid youinthe arrests of 
these men and their proper confinement. 
Also inquire whether officers of the 
county have done their duty in 
maintaining the laws, Inu my opinion the times de- 
mand prompt and vigorous action upon the pari of 
ali our officers—judicial and executtve. The goy- 
ernor today rece:ved official information that Solic- 
itor Long had gone to Lexington on last night’s 
train. The governor said to your correspondent 
that the solicitor will get np affidavits and have ar- 
rests made; and that every judge in the state will be 
applied to, so as to ascertain if any of them can be 
sparéd so a8 to go to Lexington and try these war- 
rants. The governor Hag no authority to order 
courts of oyer and termineror any special term to 
which any process except subpceuas for attendance 
of witné-ses can be returned. This matter is all of 
great importance.” 

It is the first time that the executive has attempt- 
ed to secure the arfests and conviction of lynchers, 


NOT YET AWHILE, 


But They May Come Together a Little 
Later. 

NASHVILLE; Tenn., October 23.—[Special. |— 
A dispatch from Birmingham, Ala., says: 

“an active movement is on foot to consolidate 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad company, 
which owns thirteen furnaces, miles of railroad, 
and thousands of acres of landin this district, and 
the Debardeleberi Coal and Iron company, wiiich 
is aiso rich in similar properties. The capital of the 
former compauy is $6,000,000, and of the latter 
$3,000,000. The consummation of these large inter- 
ests would create practicaliy a monopoly in the 
coal and iron trade here. The majority of the stock 
ot the former company is beld in New York, andof 
the latter in North Carolina.” 

The above dispatch was today shown Mr. W. M. 
Duncan, viee- president of the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and Railway company. His reply was very prompt 
and decided. 

“There is not a word of truth in it,’’ he said: 
“There is to movement on foot, much less an ac- 
tive movement. The matter has been casually men- 
tioned between Mr. Debardeleben and myself, but 
it has never been discussed, even by wus asa busi. 
ness matter. It has never been even suggested to 
our directors.’’

CuicaGco, October 23.—The Brotherhood of 
Baseball Piavers has issued a call for a convention, 
which will meetin New York soon after the first of 
nextmonth. Fred Pieiffer, who is reported to be 
the head ofthe brotherhood movement in Chicago, 
admitted this toa reporter today. 

“Each chapter will send one man,” he said, “and 
then all our grievances will be talked over. The 
classification of players and the mes uestion will 
be animportant consideration. I think we can 
settle everything inaday. Anyhow, we will not

While scores of exhibitors have already 
arranged their exhibits in position, there are 
many car-loads of goods thathave not yet 
been unpacked, and the probability is that all 
the exhibits will not be in position before Fri 
day. 

THE DIFFERENT DEPARTMENTS, 

Floral ball isa perfect picture. It is indeed beau- 
tiful to look upon. Here is displayed in wonderful 
profusion, Tyerchants’ exhibits, needlework, flow- 
ers, etc. The display of female handiwork is the 
most elaborate and varied, beautiful and elegant 
ever seen at a state fair. 

Premium and Agricultural balls will attract and 
hold the attention of the visitor. Here isarranged 
in artistic and attractive manner the elegant county 
agricultural exhibits for the best county display. 

THE AGRICULTURAL DISPLAY. 

The agricuitural display will be the handsomest 
everseen in Georgia. Experts at such say that 
the display of farm and field . products constitute a 
fair within itselfand worth many miles of travel 
losee. All the counties have not yet arranged 
their goods, but judging by the view so far pre- 
sented the race forthe first — will be between 
MeIntosh, Sumter, Talbot, and Worth, though when

HORSES AND CATTLE. 

The display of blooded horses and Georgia raised 
stock of all kinds is truly excellent, and refiects 
great praise on Georgia. There are over two hun- 
dred stalls occupied, and scores of pens. The diss 
play of Jerseys is admirable. It had been predicted 
for weeks that the horse and cattle display would 
be great, and these predictions have been realized. 

BENCH AND POULTRY. 

The bench and poultry exhibits are excellent.

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A LITTLE HERO’S DEATHS. 


A Farmer’s Boy Sacrifices His Life to Save 
Another One. 

LovuisvILLE, Ky., October 23.—Van Dyke 
Heyser, an eighteen-year-old boy, who was 
injured in the wreck at Nolan station, fifty- 
three miles below here, on the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, yesterday morning, died in 
the afternoon. Heyser was a farmer’s boy, 
and was coming to Lonisville to get employ- 
ment. When the mail train made its fright- 
ful lurch aud all began to flee, Heyser rose 
and ran toward the coach door. He was al- 
most out on the platform, and in a second 
more would have been safe, when a fright- 
ened woman reached his side, nearly fainting 
with terror. She would have fallen had not 
Heyser seen her condition and nobly came to 
her rescue. Supporting her with one arm he 
stepped to one side and assisted her to pass 
him, gently forcing her out to the platform. 
Before he could follow her the mail train 
crashed into the accommodation. The haroic 
boy was taught in the shattered ruins and 
fatally injured. A few moments later he was 
dragged out from the dust and sinoke of the 
wrecked coach, torn and lacérated by splinters 
and his body about the hipsso badly crush 
that there was never a doubt but that his death 
was only a few hours off.

ELECTRIC LIGHT BURNED OUT. 


The City ini Total Darkness from Three 
O’clock Until Sun-Up. 

The Electric light plant burned out this 
morning about half past three o’clock. 

The city was then in total darkness until the light 
of day came on. 

The entire building ip which the machinery was 
located was ablaze at one time, and no current 
came out from the shop to feed the wires and 
globes which flluminate the streets and offices. 

The blaze was first detected about half-past 
three, and before the fire alarm sounded every light 
upon the streets,in the hoféls, union depot and 
shops where electricity is used as an illuminator 
were in total darkness, 

The plant is locaied on the Western and Atlan- 
tie railroad between Spring and Bartow streets. It 
was a large brick building two stories high with two 
cupolas on top, and cost the company about $10,000 
or $12,500. It was erected for the purpose 
to which it has been applied, ana was one of the 
best pieees of Work that could be dove. Attached 
to it was an enginehouse of the same character. 

The flooring and roof of both buildings were of 
heavy pine lumber and material of the best char- 
acter. 

On tbe first floor was a very valuable lot of ma- 
chinery necessary fur the production of electric 
lights. 

On the second floor was a lighter grade of ma» 
chinery and a bedroom for the man in charge. 

The machinery on the two floors was valued at 
abont $50,000 to $55, 000. 

he cupolas on top of the building were con- 
structed for the wires which pags into the building 
and along which the electric current rides to che 
globes. 

In each of these there were about thirty to fifty 
large wires. 

It wasin one of these cupolas the fire was first 
detected and there it is presumed to have origi- 
nated. 

The cause or course is unknown, but it is thought 
that the wires caused the fire. 

A defective wire or one of the wires coming in 
contact with the wood might have caused a blaze, 
so those who work about the building say. 

When the fire was first seen 1t was about the size 
of an ordinary market basket. 

A kind of “intermittent’’ blaze it might be called. 

It wasseen by a brakeman on top ofa Western 
and Atlantic car which was being switched through 
the yard. 

The brakemen gave the alarm, and with hir usual 
quickness Joyner was upon the scene with his men 
and fire extinguishers, 

The blaze in the meantime became a steady one, 
whicb seémed increasing in size. 

Chier Joyner, at the first glance, realized that it 
would take a quantity of water to extinguish it, 
He knew that the machinery would be badly dam- 
aged by water, as much so as by fire. 

Wishing to prevent as much loss as possible, he 
directed his fremen to cover allthe machinery on 
the lower floor with rubber blankets before turning 
on water. The machinery was thoroughly covered 
and then a half-dozen nozzles were turned upon 
the flames, 

The fire had made good headway by this time, 
and it required a hard, stubborn fight to win, but 
Chief Joyner put up that fight, and the fames had 
to be content with eating up the roof, a part of the 
second floor, some doors and windows and a hole 
in the first floor. 

When the fire was out—about balf-past four—the 
walis were good but hot. 

The interior of the building was quite wet, but 
the condition of the machinery could not be ascer- 
tained, as Mr. George Wade, the superintendent, 
would not uncover it. 

No idea of the damage to the machinery can be 
given. 

It may be badly damaged and may not be dam* 
aged toany extent. 

Mr. Wade, the superinteudent, says that no esti~ 
mate can be formed, 

‘“But,’’ said he, “we will have the current on for 
the Atlanta and Ejgewood Electric line by seven 
o’clock this morning, and they will run the day 
through without hinderance or interruption.” 

‘How about the city’s lighis?’’ 

“We will be ready totura them on tonight. We 
may miss a few lights here and there, but we will 
give ’em enough todo. We will begin work just as 
soon as daylight gets here and we can see,”’ 

The damage to the building will be $2,000 to $2,500. 

The telephone was Ifghted by the company and 
after the fire started Night Chief Operator Lofton 
had to make all connections in the dark. 

Judge Palmer, presidentof the company, was 
called up by ’phone and notified ofthe fire. He 
started at once for the city and says that the lighis 
will be on to night if men and money can do the 
work. 

Chief Joyner never did a better piece Of work. 


THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


A Meeting Memorializes Congress to Hold it 
at Washington. 


WaAsHINGTON, October 23.—An hundred or 
more gentiemen, representing the National Board 
of Promotion, organized for the purpose of baving 
the World’s fair held in Washington in 1892, met in 
this city this morning. Those present came from va- 
rious parts of the country and were nearly all mem- 
bers of boards of trade or similar commercial 
bodies. Delaware, Maryland and Florida were 
represented by their governors. A. B, Little, presi- 
dent of the board of trade of Philadelphia, 
was madé chirman of the meeting. George C. Gor- 
ham. preseuted a memorial to congress urging that 
body to take steps for an appropriate celebration in 
1842 of the 400th anniversary of the discovery of 
America by Columbus. An exposition designed to 
show the progress of civilization in the western 
hemi{sphere during the last 400 years is recom- 
mended for the purpose of this celebration and the 
memorialist ‘pray tsat the dignity of the nation be 
not entrusted on the proposed occasion to the 
keeping of any corporation, association or munici- 
pality upon any inducement whatever, but that 
the exposition be held at the national capitol, ex- 
clusively under the direction aud control of the 

eneral government, and that from tbe treasury of 

Jnited States; overflowing with revenues in excess 
of the needs of government, the excess of expendi- 
tures if any above the receipts be met.”’ 

Governor Fleming, of Florida, and others spoke 
in support ofthe memorial. It wasadopted as the 
sence of the national board of promotion. Hallett 
Kilbourn made a statement to the effect that the 
local board of promotion had recommended that a 
memorial be presented to congress requesting legis - 
lation for the holding of the world’s fair in Wash- 
ington under the exclusive direction and control of 
the federal ay ome me and praying for authority 
to issue $10, 000 of bonds of the District of Colum- 
bia to defray the net expenses of the exposition in 
the event that congress shal! be of.opinion that the 
question of location should in any degree depend 
upon the offering of a gurantee fund by the advo- 
cates of the city selected. Inthe evening a ban- 
quet was given the delegates.

THE LEASE BIL% WAITS FOR CHALIR- 
MAN WUOTEN. 


To Come Up at All Hazards Today—Senator 
Bartlett's Vigorous Resolutions—The Bill 
to Pension Confederate Widows. 


The senate did nottake. up the lease bill 
yesterday, as was expected. 

When the reading of the journal’and some pre- 
liminary business had been dispatched Senator 
Lyle moved to displace the special order and set it 
for today immediately after the reading of the 
journal. 

Senator Massengale was on bis feet ina moment, 
aud bristling ali over. 

*“T hope that motion will not prevail,”’ said he. 
‘The senate is as competent to act on the lease bill 
today as it will be two months hence, and the peo- 
ple are clamoriny tor a settlement of this question.”’ 

Senator Lyle explained that Senator Wooten, 
chairman of.the committce which bad the bill in 
charge, was sick, and it was in courtesy to him that 
the mown Was made to postpone the discussion 
one day. 

Senator er asked if there was any assurance 
that the chairman of the committee would be there 
the next day. 

Senator Bartlett thoughtthere was. He was now 
sick in his room at the Kimball house, but expected 
to come up by the next morning. He was chair« 
man of the committee which reported the bill, and 
if it should be assailed it would become his duty to 
defend it. He bad expected to take part In the dis- 
cussion, and the other members of the committee 
desired his assistance in supporting the measure. 

Senator Hall said Senator Wooten was not only 
chairman of the committee, but chairman of the 
sub-committee, which prepared the substitute, and 
he was largely its author. Therefore, if possible, 
he should be present during its discussion. 

Senator 3S. R. Harris asked if Judge Hall would be 
willing to go on tomorrow if Senator Wooten should 
pot be present. 

“I would not ask a longer delay,” said Senator 
Hall. “‘if he should ask it, I would be willing to 
grant him more time, but I do not think that will 
be asked.,”’ 

Upon this the motion to displace was carried. 


A Victory for the Pony Orator. 


Senator McCollum, the pony orator of the 
senate, scored a victory in a single- handed contest 
with Senators Boyd and Massengale. 

It wason a bill to establish a special road law for 
Dade county. 

Senator Boyd raised the point that a local law was 
unconstitutional where a general law met the case. 
Pretty soon, he said, each county weuld have a road 
law of its own, and the time of the legislature would 
be taken up with unnecessary local bills at great 
expense tothe state. The policy of the state, he 
said, was todo business by general laws as far as 
practicable, and so do it economically. 

Senator McCollum made a short and sensible 
speech in which he said that the geography of 
Georgia was of such a character that no general 
road law would meet the requirements of all sec- 
tions of the state. It cost much less to make roads 
in south than in mountaineous north Georgia, yet 
the people of the mountain region were equally 
dependent on good roads and must be allowed to 
spend more money in making them. As an evi- 
dence that a general law would not suffice, an ex- 
cellent general law had passed the senate but failed 
to pass the house because south Georgia would 
not take what was necessary in north Georgia to 
make good roads, 

This, he said, was of vast importance to his coun- 
try, and did not affect any other. Therefore he 
appealed to senators to give them a law that would 
give Dade good roads and develop her resources. 
He was no lawyer, and was not prepared to argue 
the constitutional point, but the governor had re- 
cently signed a similar law for Walker county. He 
did not think it unconstitutional, and the attorney- 
penemes did notthink it so. Besides this, former 

egislatures had passed similar laws, which werein 
operation in many counties of the state. 

Senator Massengale thought the law plainly 
ee and therefore could not vote for 

t 


The bill was passed with only three or four dis- 
senting votes, and asthe result was announced 
Senator McCollum was applauded. 

Pretty soon another local road law for Emmantel 
county cau e up on its passage, and Senator Holmes, 
who represents that district, remarked that this was 
a case of the kind which the senator from the 44th 
had so eloquently defended, and he asked that the 
wire grass region be fed out of the same spoon that 
had been given to north Georgia. The bill was 
passed after Senator Boyd’s renewed protest. 

There was a tilt between Senator Strother and 
Senator Johnston on the attempt by the former to 
get a reconsideration of the bill which abol.shed 
the county court of Burke, 

Senator Strother wanted to strike out the Jonn- 
ston amendment, which put on tho proviscothat 
the court should be abolished if it should be recom- 
mended by the grand jury of Burke. 

Senator Strother tnought the whole people 
through their repiesentatives in the legisia.ure 
should say whether the court should be abolished 
and not leave it to the twenty-four men who com- 
posed the grand jury. Ali threeof the representa- 
tives from Burke, he said, were in fayor of the bill, 

Senator Johnson said he put on the amendment 
as a compromise. There were two parties, one 
favoring and one opposing the abolition of the 
court. They were honorable gentlemen on both 
sides, and he could not tell which wasright. He 
thought it safe to leave itto the grand jury, drawn 
from a body of men selected for their intelligence 
and integrity. 

The motion to reconsider was lost.

The governor’s message concerning official in- 
telligenee of Judge Will J. Winn’s death and of the 
necessity for the election of his successor was re- 
ceived. The house joint resolution of regret at the 
death of Judge Winn and providing for the election 
of his successor was taken up aud concurred in. 


There was a good deal of opposition to the 
bill to inerease the salary of the state librarian 
from $1,500 to $1,200, 

Senator Foyd sprung another constitutional ques- 
tion by reading that paragraph of the organic law 
which forbids extra compensation on any contract 
which bas already been entered into and the work 
already performed, This, he thought, would bar 
the senate amendment applying the increase to the 
salary during tbe incumbent's present term. 

He could not see how the general judiciary got 
around-that. Even ifit were not unconstitutional 
he thought it had policy. It was not the 
policy of the state to pay high salaries, 
They tempted corruption to secure office. At the 
present sairies even of the governor and siate house 
officers there were plenty who sought those offices, 
There were plenty who would be glad to get the 
position ot librarian at tbe present salary. 

Senator Bartlett as chairman of the finance com- 
mittee said a sub-committee had carefully in- 
vestigated the matter and had found that the in- 
crease was only = a faithful officer. He had 
now three libraries instead of two as formerly, and 
a vast increase of books in his charge, Captain 
Milledge had performed the duties of the office 
better tnan any one in his recollection. 

Senator Hall said the judiciary committee did not 
try to get around the constitution nor over it, It 
was not necessary. That clause was framed when 
it was the custom to give raise contracts for public 
work after it had been performed, and the contrac- 
tors found they were losers. This bill did not pro- 
pose to pay an increase for services. which had al- 
ready been performed. The legislature 
had raised salaries before, and the atate 
librarian was now the poorest paid of the statehouse 
officers. His position was more responsible than 
some ot the statehouse officers who receive $2,000 a 
year. This legislature had imposed additional 
work on the librarian, and the library from a small 
affair had grown to large proportions, 

Senator Massengale thought that any one who 
went down in the basement and saw the 
immense pile of volumes the librarian would 
have to arrange and keepin order would be willing 
to vote the increase. He did not see any unconstt- 
tutionality inthe bill. The bill was passed by a 
yote of 23 to 15. Atonetimeits friends were about 
totableit when it was discovered thatthey hada 
constitutional majority. 


The Penson for Confederate Widows. 


The bill to submit to the people a constitu- 
tional amendinent authorizing the  legis- 
lature to pension the widows of 
coniederate veterans was passed by a vote of 37. 
There was not a dissenting vote, but Senator 
Strother made a few remarks anyhow. He said: 

“Mr, President: I take great pleasure in stating 
that lam unqualifiedly in favor of the constitu- 
tional amendment to allow the widows of confed- 
erate veterans to draw pensions. I would be recre- 
ant to the cause in which I embarked and by which 
I was & sufferer with those confederate soldiors 
who by their bravery, their patriotism, their devo- 
tion to the country in. ber dark bour of peril, have 
made history which is the admiration of the world, 
and have gone hence from this earth leaving their 
widowed wives and orphaned children, amend the 
constitution so as to givea pension to the widows 
of the men who contributed so much to their coun- 
try, to the bravery and the glory of arms in its high 
state of perfection.” 

The senator was much interrupted by Senator 
Lyle and Senator Massengale, but declined to yield 
the floor for fear it might break the spell of his elo- 


quence,

A RESOLUTION AGALNST THE LESSEES. 


Senator Bartlett's Resolution Introduced in 
the Senate Yesterday. 


Whereas, the joint committee appointed by 
the general assembly to ascertain from the lessees of 
the Western and Ailantie railroad what claim they 
make against the state, the basis thereo!, and how 
avdin whst manner they ask. for a settlement of 
the same, have submitted a report, accompanied by 
the written statement of said lessees, containing the 
claims they make aygafust the state assuch lessees; 

And whereas, said claim as presented, which 
claims from’ the state $750,889.74 as the amount due 
the lessees for betterments, is, in the judgment of 
this general assembly, unjust aud extravagant—not 
authorized by the lease contract or the law, notin 
accordance with any principle.of equity or justice. 

And whereas, said lessees and those who represent 
them have, in the presentation of their 
claim before said committee, which was sub- 
mitted in writing and is now submitted 
to this general assembly, boldly asserted 
that — have the right to dismantie the Western 
aud Atlantic railroad, its track, rails, bridges, 
depots, etc.,and thereby practically render it value- 
less to the state for railroad purposes aud thereby 
impair its value for lease or sale, and also to remove 
from the limits of the state all the rolling stock 
engines, cars, etc., belonging to said railroad and 
have threatened to do so, and 

Whereas, such acts if carried out by said lessees 
would be in violation of the rights of the state in 
the premises and might resultin great damage to 
the state and its property. Be it therefore 

Resolved, by the general assembly of Georgia 
that it is the judgment of the general assembly that 
the state of Georgia does not, under the lease con« 
tract, the law nor _ in equity or good 
conscience, owe said lessees any sum 
whatever forthe money claimed by them to have 
been spent for betterments, and forthe alleged im- 
proved condition of said road and its appurtenanees, 
ifany has been made; nor will it either consider 
the same, conrult or confer with the lessees with 
reference thereto, nor recognize or pay the same or 
any part thereo/; and that it will not constitute any 
commission ortribunalto hear or determine the 
same, or authorize the courts to doso, 

Be it further resolved, That in the event said 
lessees or any person for them shall at any time do 
any act which indicates that itis their intention to 
execute the threats made by its representatives be~ 
fore the general assembly to dismantle, run down 
or injure said railroad, or to remove its nosing 
stock, etc., beyond the limits of the state, it shal 
be the duty of the governor, and he is hereby 
directed, to declare the lease forfeited, and to 
proceed to take possession of said railroad, its-roll- 
ing stock and appurtenances, and operate the same 
as provided for by law, and the governor 1s hereby 
autuorized and directed to take all necessary steps 
and measures to preserve and protect the state’s 
property from any injury, damage or spoliation by 
said lessees or any person acting in their employ. 

be it further resolved, Thatthe governor be dl- 
recied to obiain from the attorney general his 
Opinion as to whether any one of those who signed 
the bond given to the state and made the contract 
of lease, whether as individuals or corporations, or 
the lessees as individuals, are liable or can be held 
liable as such to the state forthe faithful perform- 
ance of the contract of lessees with 
the siate, and the preservation and return of 
the State’s property; and ifattorney~generai sha!l 
be of the opinion that no one is responsible, or can 
be made legally liable to the state for any injury 


«done to the state’s property, or the failure of the 


lessees to perform. their contract with the stute, or 
in the event that. the threats made by said lessees 
are carried into execution; then it shall be the duty 
of the governor to demand of Ue said lessees a good 
and soivent bond in the sum of one million of dol- 
lars, conditioned tocomply with the termsofthe 
lease contrect and aot, and if at the expiration of 
thirty days after the governor shail demand such 
bond of the-said lessees, they shall neglect, fail or 
refuse to give such bond, it shall be the duty of the 
governor to declare the lease forfeited, and to take 
immediate possession of said railroad and all its 
appurtenances, and to operate the same as may be 
now or-hereafter provided for, 

Senator LBartlett offered. the following 
amendment to his resolution in the committee: 

Be it furtber resolved, That the governor and at- 
torney general be and they are hereby authorized 
to make a settlement with the lessees of the West- 
ern and Atijantic railroad for the payment by such 
lessees to the state for such rolling stock, cars and 
other personal property received by them from the 
state and which cannot be returned to the state by 
such lessees at the ond of the lease, 

That it shall be the duty of the governor and at- 
torney gencral to investigate the claim of said les- 
sees for ihe payment of taxes in Tennessee, and it 
shall be the duty of the attorney general to furnish 
the governor his written opinion as to whether the 
state is liable therefor; and the governor shall sub- 
mitalithe facts ascertained, together with the 
opinion of the attorney general, to the next general 
assembly. 

The resolution was referred to the committee on 
the Western and Atlantic railroad with instructions 
to report at once, 

The committee was called together yesterday, 
and spent some time on the matter.

The state is trying to release this road and 
the bids are to be in before the next general 
assembly meets; therefore in order to get the 
benefit of a settlement the settlement should 
be had in advance, 

The governor said, in referring to this 
claim of the lessees in his message to the 
general assembly in November, 1888: ‘I 
respectfully recommend, if the Western and 
Atlantic road is leased, that the lease be for 
a long term of years and that it shall be of- 
fered for lease unencumbered with any 
claims of any kind.’’ 

Has anything transpired since November 
last tochange the aspect of affairs? Does 
not the present outlook really give emphasis 
to the governor’s recommendation?

COTTON BALES BURNING, 


Thirty Bales on Fire at Treadwell's Ware- 
house Yesterday, 

Thirty bales of cotton were on fire at 3:45 
yesterday afternoon. 

They were part of a large tot of 150 bales stored in 
Treadwell's warehouse, near the Central railroad 
depot. The origin of the fire is not known, but it is 
supposed to have been caused by a spark from an 
engine. 

The alarm was turned ‘in from the box in 
the Central railroad depot, and in a few minutes 
the fire department wason hand, and a very fine 
piece of work was done, 

The fire was kept from extending, and the thirty 
bales on fire were rolled out and the flames extin- 
‘guished, 

The outsides of the bales were burned away, and 
a few bales were very badly burned. The bulk of 
the cotton was saved, however, and the loss is not 
more than three or four hundred dollars, accordin 
to the best estimates that could be made las 
evening. 

The cotton belonged to Adair Bro’s. and Dr, Tur- 
ner,and the entire lot was fully covered by in- 
surance. Owing to the peculiar nature of cotton on 
fire it is impossible to say just what the damage will 
be untilit is properly adjusted. The loss, however, 
will fall far short of the value of the cotton on fire. 

The building was not damaged to any great ex- 
tent, owing to the quick and effective work of the 
department in controlling the flames, 

Had the blazé not been discovered as soon as it 
was, a disastrous conflagration, involving the loss 
of many thousand dollars would have resulted,
